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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2, 3, 6-1 1 , 23-20, 22-25, and 28, drawn to an electrohydrodynamic 
device having a manifold establishing multiple spray sites with differently shaped 
outlets, classified in class 239 subclass 696. 

Group II, claim(s) 21 , 29 31-37 and 45-62, drawn to an electrohydrodynamic device 
having a manifold establishing multiple spray sites and a sensor to prevent discharging 
if inverted, classified in class 239 subclass 67. 

Group III, claim(s) 27 and 30, drawn to electrohydrodynamic device having a manifold 
establishing multiple spray sites and a sensor to prevent discharging if inverted as well 
as a control panel, power source, pump and fluid container, classified in class 239 
subclass 67. 



2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Groups I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination of Group I has separate utility 
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such as an electrohydrodynamic device that can be operated in an inverted manner. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104.

6. A telephone call was made to John Reed on June 2, 201 0 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
